SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14. — At 


8:15 Mechanic's Pavilion held a crowd 
second to none that ever assembled 
in this country to witness a cham- 
pionship battle. 
The gallery was

congested mass of humanity and many 
of the most venturesome were perched 
on overhanging beams and rafters. 
Those holding reserved 
seats were 


early on the scene and nearly every 
seat on the main floor had its occu- 
pant at this hour. 
A special train 


consisting of fifteen cars reached this 
city late this afternoon, among thoss 
present were noticed Parson Davlet. 
Goo. Slier, Nat Goodwin, Dennis 
O' 


Sullivan, the actor, and many sport- 
Ing men of national repute. 


The latest betting favored Jeffries, 


the odds being 10 to 4.

site for a regulation German beer 
garden of the East Reno company this 
week, and will immediately proceed 
to put up a mammoth establishment 
so that the thirst of the thousand 
of railroad boys can be quenched in 
largre blocks. 


An immense water tank is being 


put up at the east end of the railroad 
grounds at East Reno, which will be 
filled by a pump till the Reno Water 
Company get their pipes In. 


In order to expedite matters at the 


new railroad town the 
company is 


putting in a "Y" to turn engines on till 
the big turntable is ready. 


If anyone has any doubt about the 


shops of East Reno 
being of 
the 


largest calibre they nee'd only to look 
at the work going on. It extends over 
a mile east and west and about 1-2 
mile north and south and thousands 
of barrels of cement are corded up 
ready for use for foundations.

ABOUT POLICE OFFICERS 


T 


HE recent death of the prisoner John Chuitz has caus- 


ed a great deal of comment and, in our opinion, some 


unjust reflections upon Officer Mefily who made the arrest 
and was charged with maltreating the man to an extent 
that caused his death. 
Whatever acts were committed 


by the officer on previous occasions, of wlych there has 
been a good deal sanl, we have no personal knowledge, but 
so far as the late affair is concerned, there certainly was 
no evidence which would justify the presumption or even 
ihe suspicion that the officer used more force than was 
necessary to piotect himself and to perform his official du- 
ty In making1 the ariesl, and that Churtz's death was the 
result of natural causes «as the unanimous verdict of 
the Coroner's jury. Many people are apt in such cases 
to censure an officer and oftimes unjustly, and unfairly. 
An officer certainly has the same light to protect his per- 
son from injuiy as any other citizen and as his official 
duty compels him to take more chances than any other 
class of citizens he should be allowed such latitude as is 
necessary for his own protection. 
The officer who knows 


his duty and desires to perform it faithfully, will never 
•use greater force, In making- an ariest than is necessary 
to acompllsh it, nor will he permit his passion to get the 
better of his judgment, or sense of humanity, which would 
tempt him to greater violence than the statuatory law or 
the alw of nature would justify. There is no excuse what- 
ever for an officer who treats with brutality an 
offender, 


either while making or after the ariest. What we mean 
by brutality is greater violence than is necessary In the 
Berformance of his duty 
He has no right to resent by 


physical assault or verbal rejoinder- the abusive lang'uage 
of. a prisoner, for abuse from such a source is no insult 
"to the officer nor does his honor or manhood require such 
vindication, as similar words would suggest, coming from 
& man not under restraint and \ v i t h no license for an un- 
bridled tongue. 
In short a peace officer- or policeman 


•should .be a gentleman. 
He should leligiously refrain 


"from vulgar, profane or abusive language towards those 
with whom he conies in hostile contact, indulgence in which 
•should be cause for his summary dismissal from the force. 
"We would suggest that an ordinance to that effect be pass- 
ed by the City'Council.
